Not  tall,  but  a beautiful  bloom  of 
finest  orange  saffron  shade.

Very  tall  and  early.  Color  is  a pure  salmon  saffron,  almost  apricot.

The  blooms  are  not  large 
but  there  are  six  to  eight  open  at  once  and  the  coloring  is  adorable. 

85.5  LE  MARECHAL  FOCH.  (Holland)  

A very  good  light  rose,  pink.  Often  six  inches  across.  Very  popular. 

LOS  ANGELES.  (Houdyshel)  

A charming  variety.  Shrimp  pink,  tinted  orange,  with  an  orange 
tinted  carmine  stripe  in  throat.  But  most  valuable  of  all  is  its

89.5  MRS.  RICHARD  LOHRMAN.  (Diener)  — — .50 

Cream  and  light  pink,  a blending  of  colors  that  is  superb.  Spikes 
usually  crook,  flowers  are  often  small,  but  when  this  variety  really 
does  its  best,  it  is  a revelation.  Stake  the  spikes. 

93.6  Mr.  W.  H.  PHIPPS.  (Diener)  2.00 

The  grandest  variety  yet  on  the  market.  Enormous  flowers  of  the 
finest  La  France  pink,  on  tall  strong  spike.  Fifteen  or  more  florets 
open  at  one  time.
